Unhesitatingly, Mr. Wilson issued 


ms proclamation to the American 
people asking them to be neutral in 
word, thought, and deed. This state- 
ment was criticized abroad but it 
was after all in consonance with the 
legal requirements of the situation. 
From the very beginning the presi- 
dent recognized that the militarism 
of which the kaiser was the expon- 
ent had contributed to the interna- 
tional rivalry and friction which for 
a generation had enveloped Europe 
in war clouds. In those early da^s

The turning of the German tide at 
the first Battle of the Marne brought 
nopes of an early peace. Feverishly 
tne president watched the bulletins 
of battle but outwardly his calmness 
and reserve were unchanged.

Different conceptions there are, to 


be sure, of what the function of an 
American ambassador is or should 
be.

houses and when they awake they are so thirsty that they have to 
devour .quantities of fresh fruit.

And so he raves on and on with Bernard Shaw sicking him on— 


all because our nice little Peggy O'Neil, who happens to be playing! 
in' London, dared to whisper sadly that she did wish she c^uld get 
something a little different for breakfast once in a while—"a bit of 
fruit" for instance, or "some nice muffins and a cup of real good 
coffee." 
Anyone who has ever lived in England for even a -week will 


know just how Peggy felt about it. 


English breakfast tea—tasting like hay newly plucked from the 


barnyard loft. Toast in a rack—getting colder every minute—and a 
boiled egg- That's the English idea of a perfect breakfast, three 
hundred and sixty-five times a year. Oh, yes, and a rasher of bacon,' 
limp and half done. 


That's what you get in every well-to-do, middle-class home in 
England. The only thing that worries me is why dear Peggy stopped 
at breakfast. 


Why didn't she speak a wistful word or so about dinner, too? 
Boiled mutton, Tinder done; roast beef that's good, we'll have to 


admit so; soggy boiled potatoes, Brussels sprouts—oh, the soggy 
misery of them, day in and day out, with maybe a turnip or so for 
variety—and a pudding. 
Good puddings, there's no getting away 


from that. 
But vegetables, oysters, fish, crabs, clams, mussels, lobsters, 


salads, real soup, real gravy, hot biscuits, popovers, Sally Lunns, 
cornbread waffles, -buckwheat cakes, why they never heard of any 
of these things for either^breakfast, luncheon, dinner, tea or supper. - 


They eat five meals a day in England and all four of them 


practically the same thing day in and day out, year after year. 


Peaches, apricots, melons, pineapples—nobody even dreams of 


eating these things in England except the multi-millionaires, and 
they don't dream of it unless they have visited America or married 
an American and acquired the habit. No wonder any sort of decent 
fruit is worth its weight in gold in England. I've seen a London 
hostess pay nearly five dollars for a pineapple. It is quite cus- 
tomary there to hire a pineapple for great occasions, set it in the 
.middle of the fruit dish and let all the guests have the fun of looking 
at it. The first time I went to a smart dinner in London and they 
passed me a bunch of grapes, I took it and nearly gave the lady at 
the head of the table heart failure. 
I found afterward that I was expected to take a pair of scissors 


from the butler and cut myself two or three grapes as a sample. 


Fruit—they don't know what it is. Salad—you have to go to 


France for that. 
Vegetables—Brussels sprouts, carrots, turnips, 


. potatoes, cabbage, and you've said it for the average English house- 


hold.

tions pertain to the general function 
for the carrying out of which the de- 
partment is established.

HOW TO FIGTJBE BONUS. 
Ascertain number of days in 


the service between April 5, 
1917, and July 1, 1919. 


After •ubtradtlng the first 


sixtey day*, compute adjusted 
service credit by figuring $1 
for each day of home service 
and $1.25 for foreign. 


The amount reached is lim- 


ited, however, to a maximum 
of $500 for those having no for- 
eign service and to $625 for all 
others. 


If the credit so computed is 


less than $50, an immediate 
cash payment may be'applied 
for. 


Otherwise, added to the cred- 


it 25 per cent of it and multi- 
ply the result by 2.25. The ans- 
wer will be roughly the amount 
of the endowment' insurance 
which will be paid at the end 
of twenty or to the beneficiar- 
ies In event of death.

Uued _ go much that w« mu»t first get an Idea of vhat we mean by 
I'sycbolojry. In astronomy we study the star*, planets and other 


heavenly bodies. In chemistry w« study about hydrogen, oxygen and otbjr 
elements and bow they are combined and compounded. Jn psychology ths 
main object of stmdy is th« human IndMdnal. Psychology IB a science. U 
1? not a weird or morbid subject, but lends mncb to a saa« view of life. 


Many are Interested only in a practical use of a science, but it is» well 


for us to remember that practical scientific information was usually first 
obtained without any Idea of how it was to be used. Sciences which began 
as "pure," lat«r have found their discoreries "applied." Too often we 
desire to learn about practical applications before we understand the prin- 
ciples to be applied. 


Psychology i» the study of mental life— that is, it studies scientifically 


'the mental processes or activities of living individual*. Psychology U not 
.concerned with praising, or blaming, or passing judgment, or evaluating 
these activities as right or wrong— psychology seeks facts. The psycholo- 
gist studies and knowi the laws of human nature. He tries to use these 
laws to solve problems presented by individuals and groups of Individuals 
Thus, the psychologist is interested In such topics as memory, habit learn-1 


Ins, association, attention, sensation and perception. 
Some of these are 


complex processes. We shall begin by studying a very staple reaction, »> 


reflex. 


What Is a reaction? A reaction is a response to a stimulus. Suppose' 


I «Sonld bring a bright ligb» near your eye, do you know what would hap- 
pen? The pupil ot your eys would grow smaller, thus shutting out some 
of the light In this situation the stimulus -would be the light and the 
restonte would be the narmwlng of the pupil of your eye. This is a very 
simple reaction and is called the "pupillary reflex." There are many other 
reC«x actions of which you are familiar. One Is the "lid reflei" of the ere 
— tbat is, the reflex wink of the eyes when the eyeball is touched' or an 
object brousht very near. Another well-known one is the knee-jerk or 
"patellar reflex." When one knee Is crossed over the other and the lower 
leg allowed to hang freely, hit the tendon (called patellar tendon) Ju«t 
below the knee and you will notice that the lower leg jumps forward. If 
something tickles our foot we pull up the leg In response— a reaction 
known as the "flexion reflex." 
v- 


One of the first questions we ask is what kind of a connection exists 


between the organ which Is stimulated and the organ which responds or 
acts. The nerves provide the connection. Parts of _a nerve extend from 
the sense organ which is stimulated to the muscle, but these nerves do 
not go from one to another directly. They all go through a centre — a 
nerve centre. One nerve runs from the sense organ to the nerve centra 
and is called the sensory nerre. Another nerve runs from the nerre centre 
to the muscle and is called a motor nenre. There Is no case in the human 
body where a sense organ connects with a gland or muscle, except through 
a nerve centre 
Thus the path consists of a sensory nerve, a nerve centre 


and a motor nerve. 
•

We often say that the nervous system resembles a telephone system. 


Suppose a line ran from your telephone to every other telephone with which 
you might vant to connect. "Impossible!" you say. If telephoning were 
only possible when you had a direct line from your telephone to every 
other telephone with which you could connect, your «ervic« would be very 
limited. It would be utterly impossible for you to have direct telephone 
lines with as many numbers as you can now call by means of a central 
system. 
Telephone X calls Telephone Y and the connection Is taada 


through a central office. We may compare the "nerve centre" of the.nervous 
system with "central" of the telephone system. Sense organ is stimulated 
anti muscle responds, th« connection between the two having be«n made 
through a nerve centre. "Sense organ" may be compared to "Telephone 
X" and "muscle or gland" to -"Telephone Y" and "nerve centre" to "cen- 
tral." In the telephone central there are many connections. 


To-morrow we shall discuss in mor» detail the nervous system.

The Gold Standard. 


Mining Congress Journal: 
The 


continued concentration of gold in 
the United States is developing a se- 
rious danger to the maintenance of 
the gold standard- No country can 
maintain a gold standard without a 
semblance of gold upon which it may 
be supported. Xo single country can 
maintain a world standard. In nor- 
mal times the United States held bet- 
ter than one-fifth of the world's mon- 
etary gold stock. At the beginning 
of 1923 she held approximately one- 
half of the world's gold reserve. Dur- 
ing the year 
1923 approximately 


three hundred million dollars' worth 
of gold was imported into this coun- 
try. There is a grave (danger in this 
situation. "With the maintenance of a 
world gold standard the 
larger 


amount of gold any one country can 
control the better it is for that coun- 
try. But if it saccumulations become 
so great as to destroy the gold stand- 
ard elsewhere it has made valueless 
the temple which is has reared a.nd 
will grow to be like the miser who 
starves while counting 
over 
his 


board of gold. 


No nation in the world is better 


equipped than the United States to 
live within its own boundaries and 
to maintain a high .degree of com- 
fort for all of its citizens, entirely 
cut off from 
communication with 


the world. But this fact does not jus- 
tify or make desirable a policy of 
isolation,. We may live better and at 
the same time enjoy the satisfaction 
of the performance of substantial 
world service by proper relations 
with other countries. We must re- 
member that gold is the money of 
the world, that money is the life- 
blood of commerce that without com- 
merce and industry, starvation and 
want and ignorance follow. And we 
must not lose sight of our responsi- 
bility in the control of that lifeblood 
of commerce which is a necessary- 
element in the prosperity, liberty and 
the life of the peoples of the world.
